DE\it Sir; — During tlii^ pust year tin; mine hiiS 
been prospected aa follows : 

On the 1300 foot level a firift has been run Ifom ouf 
southern to our northern houmhiry, we.st of tlie ore 
vein, connecting with the openings oC the Opliir mine. 

Cross-cut No. I has been run east 218 feet on the 
southern boundary to the ore vein. This drift has 
lieen extended north in the ore vein 100 feet, connect- 
ing with the winze sunk in the ore Irody, to the 1400 
foot level. Tlie ore foinid thus far on tliis (1300 foot 
level) h.'iH been of niodemte quaUty, but that found in 
sinking the winze haa been good from level to level. 
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On the 1400 foot ltn^l_!i drift li;i.s bei-ii run we.st o!

-•l^ihe. A lai^e amount of valuable ore is aliviidy devel- 
oped on this level, hut it h haa reguliir than on the levelti 
below. 

On the 1500 foot level a drift has been run from onr 
Houthern to our northern boundary, west of the ore vein. 
Cross-cuts have been run from this drift 100 feet apart, 
making six in all. The ore thus developed, shows a 
width of from 75 to 208 feet. Cross-cuts Nos. 1 and 2 
have crossed the ore vein. Croas-cuta Nos. 3, 4. ■') and 
6 have not yet Ijeen extended across the ore vein, and 
its width is yet unknown. A lateral drift has been run 
in the ore vein from tlie southern to the northern 
boundary, crassing all of Hiese cTO8!*-cuts and intercept- 
ing the openings of the Ophir mine. The ore passed 
through the entire length of this drift, except the 
northern 70 Jeet, has been of exceedingly high grade, 
assaying for weeks, during its construction, a thousand 
dollars ($1,000) per ton.

Another winze has been 
Bunk 320 feet south of our southern boundary to a 
depth of 147 feet. No cross-cuts have bi-en run fi-om 
the bottom of these winzes. The developments made 
by these winzes prove the continuity at these lower 
depths, of the same ore body which exi,-<ls on the levels 
above, with an iippreciation in the qiiiUitv of lliu ore 
whi(di mu.st 1)6 of great width. 

The sinking of these winzes hiive been tem|)orarily 
discontinued on account of the increase of water and 
our limited means of hoisting. This difficulty will 
»(x)n be obviated by the drift that is being run on the 
1700 foot level of the Consolidated Virginia Mine. 

This level i.s but partially explored. The ore found 



is of betttT quality than that on the levels alwve, and 
1 liave no doubt but thiit tlio ore boiiy is of much 
greater width. 

My eilbrts, the pawt year, hiive Ijeen to open the mine 
as thorouyhly as pos-siblL- on all uf tlie level;*, and, at 
the »amo time, to take out aw little ore aa (KiMsihlf. 

The ore thut* rem()ved (5, l"23.'j toiin) ha*, been daily 
hoisted, weighed, assayed, and piissed to oiii" credit by 
the Ootisolidatcd Virginia mine, we not then having 
the mills to reduce it. 

All of our levels are connected with the Consolidated 
Virginia mine on the south, and with tiie Ophir mine 
on the north ; alco by the various winzes referred to. 
whicli thonmghly ventilates the mine and makes it 
cool and pleasant. 

At the C. & C. shaft, buildings complete in every 
reaiwct have been erected, and machinery for pumi>- 
ing and hoisting have been put in place, and are now 
in full operation. In addition to the main building, 
there is a blaeksniith-shop, a rope-hou.'^e, two large car- 
jK'nter-shops, and one machine-shop. The carpenter- 
shops are supplied each with an engine and machinery 
— one of these shops Ijeing intended for the use of 
the Consolidated Virginia mine, and the other for the 
California mine. 

The miichine-shop is fitted nj) with engines, lathes, 
tools, etc. — one side of which la for the use of the Con- 
solidated Virginia mine, and the other nide for the 
Califoniia mine. For security against all fires, the 
works ore surrounded by hydrants, with a good supply 
of fia'-hoee; and there is an ample supply of water 
under a very heavy pressure. 
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A large area of ground immediately surroumling the 
site of this shiitl hm tieen secured, having been pur- 
cha-ied at a heavy oiitlay. 

Tin;* shaft ia situated 10411 Iwt eiwt uf tlu- Consoli- 
dated Virginia uliaft. 

It 18 now Hunk witii three compartments to the depth 
of 988 feet. The cost of this joint sliiift to Januiiry 1, 
1876, wiis $430,183.13. 

A drift iM now being run east from the 1600 foot 
level of the mine, which will connect with the C. & C. 
shaft. 

It will reiwli that shatl and lie in i-eiidine.sri fur the 
transportation of ore as soon a» the shaft is siuik to 
that depth. 

Two liundred and eighty-eight (288) leet remain to 
lie sunk to reach this drift. 

After this connection is nidde with the C. & C. slmft, 
I feel safe in saying that our hoisting capacity will be 
2000 tons jiur day, and as to the supply of ore we have 
now in sight in the mine a sulhcient quantity to last 
for a long period.

To the Stockliolders of the 

California Mining Company. 

The report of the Superintendent presents to you 
an accurate account of the working of the mine, and 
that of the Secretary a concise statement of the re- 
ceipts and disbursements. 

To the President, therefore, is left only the duty of 
laying before you the general matters of interest, which 
have occurred during the past year. 

The payment of monthly dividends of two dollars 
per share ($1,080,000) commenced on the 15th of May 
last ; and, while the stockholders have been kept in 
constant alarm by sensational rumors, given greater 
publicity by journals purporting to furnish reliable in- 
formation, the mine has continued to produce the nec- 
essary amount of bullion for the payment of these 
dividends. The year has been singularly uneventful 
in misfortune ; during that period the extraction of ore 
has continued with scarcely the interruption of a single 
day, or the necessity of recording any accident The 



management, which has achieved so happy a result, is 
entitled to your confidence and approval. 

The heavy discount on silver has materially affected 
th<* j>rofits of the [production ; and this would have 
l)een even more sensibly felt had not the percentage of 
gold Ixien unusually large. The recent advance in 
silver promises an improvement in this respect for the 
coming year. 

The following figures show to what importance the 
mining business has grown, and how extensively your 
stock figures in it. There have been transferred dur- 
ing the year, 850,000 shares ; as every transfer in- 
dicates a transaction, by placing the average price for 
the year at 60, we find that $51,000,000 represents the 
aggregate of these transactions. 

rht* ritport of the Superintendent leads us to 
hopr that the prosperity of the past year will be fully 
e(|ualeil in the ytrar which is before us.

Dear Sir : The California mine has yielded, during 
the year ending December 31st, 1876, i28,8ooJJ2o tons 
of ore. Of this ore 1 27,540^2X2 tons have been reduced, 
leaving on hand in the ore-houses and at mills 1,260^ 
tons, valued by assay at $189,000. The ore reduced 
has yielded bullion of the value of $13,400,841.40, 
being 73^ 8 P^r cent, of the assay value of the ore. 
The value of the gold in this bullion was $6,488,640.58, 
and of the silver, $6,912,200.82. The average yield 
of the ore, per ton, is $105.07. 

The exactions to which the bullion produced has 
been subjected — in the way of heavy discount on sil- 
ver, local taxes on net proceeds — and the cost of trans- 
portation of the bullion, have materially reduced the 
apparent yield. 

On the 1300-foot level, no work has been done, 
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during the past year, in the way of developing this 
portion of the mine, but all the drifts and winzes have 
been kept in repair. The northern 500 feet of this 
level, as well as the ground between this level and the 
500-foot station, remain undeveloped. 

On the 1400-foot level, the drift running lengthwise 
in the vein has been run north, and has connected with 
the Ophir mine, securing ventilation. No ore of value 
has been found in the northern 250 feet of this drift 
Yet it may exist to the right or left of this drift. The 
proposed cross-cuts, Nos. 4, 5, and 6, have not yet 
been run on this level. In cross-cut No. 3, a winze 
has been sunk, connecting with the ore-breasts which 
are now being worked on the level below. This winze 
passed into good ore 1 7 feet below this level. Between 
cross-cuts Nos. i and 2 we are now breasting out high- 
grade ore above this level. How far it will extend 
upward is not known, as the level above is yet unde- 
veloped. From the work already done, it is evident 
that this ore body is extensive and of great value. 

On the 1500-foot level much work has been done 
during the past year, and much ore has been extracted. 
Cross-cuts Nos. 4, 5, and 6 have not yet been extend- 
ed to the east wall, and the full extent of the ore is so 
far unknown. The northern 200 feet (excepting a few 
feet on the north end) and the southern 250 feet of 
this level show bodies of ore of large extent and of 
great value. All the winzes above the level, also all the 
drifts and cross-cuts on this level, are in good repair. 

On the 1550-foot level, the drift running length- 
wise in the middle of the vein has been extended from 



the south line to within a few feet of the northern 
boundary of the mine, passing all the way through ex- 
cellent ore. The various cross-cuts run on this level, 
at intervals of lOO feet, and the various winzes con- 
necting with the level above, together with the northern 
200 feet of the level below, show the ore to be of much 
greater width and of a far better quality than on any of 
the levels above. As the three cross-cuts in the center 
of the mine have not been extended entirely across the 
ore body on this level, the whole width of it has not 
been ascertained. Between cross-cuts Nos. 2 and 3 a 
double winze has been sunk to the depth of 128 feet, 
through ore of excellent quality. Owing to the flow of 
water a cross-cut could not be made from this winze. 
Within the past ten days, however, this winze has been 
freed from water to the depth of 100 feet, and a drift 
from it started south, which is intended to connect with 
the drift that is now being run on the 1650-foot level 
from the joint shaft of the California and Consolidated 
Virginia mines. This drift from the winze has now 
advanced 16 feet, and continues to pass through ore of 
the same good quality as was found in the winze. 
Another winze was sunk from this level in the Consol- 
idated Virginia mine to the depth of 147 feet, passing 
all the way down in ore of great richness. No cross- 
cut was made from this winze on account of the heavy 
flow of water. The developments made by these 
winzes prove that the same ore body which exists on 
the levels above continues to these lower depths, with 
an increased value to the ore, and I have no doubt 
that it is of great width, 
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On the i,6cx>foot level, the ore breast is now 
opened in a square of 80 by 80 feet. This breast has 
not yet been extended to either the east or west wall 
of the lode. Considerable ore has been taken from 
this locality, having been transported through the 
Ophir mine to the Ophir shaft. This mode of raising 
the ore was necessarily adopted, because our own 
shaft (the Consolidated Virginia shaft) does not extend 
below the 1550-foot level. This ore breast is directly 
under cross-cut No. 6, on the level above. The north 
face is 50 feet from our northern boundary line, and it 
is now being worked northward and upward. The 
ore is of a very fine quality, and of a much higher 
grade than that above on the 1500 and 1550 foot 
levels. On this level we have a drift which runs 
south in the ore body, connecting with winze No. 5, 
sunk from the level above. It then continues south 
and connects with the deep winze which was sunk 128 
feet below the 1550-foot level. This drift passes all 
the way through rich ore, except for a few feet, where 
the ore is of low grade. 

The time for the convenient and advantageous 
working of these lower levels will come when the drift 
which is now being run from the California and Con- 
solidated shaft on the 1650-foot level has reached the 
ore body. This drift is now in 610 feet from that 
shaft, and will reach the vein some time during the 
present month. Connection will then be made from 
this drift with the deep winzes spoken of above, which 
will give new facilities for extracting ore from these 
lower levels, and at the same time will create additional 
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ventilation for the mine. I may here remark that this 
drift would have been into the ledge five months ago, 
had it not been for the great influx of water in the 
Consolidated and California shaft, which has prolonged 
the sinking of the shaft, and consequently delayed the 
running of this drift and the opening and working of 
the lower levels. 

The Consolidated and California shaft (the joint 
shaft of the California and Consolidated Virginia 
mines) is now down 32 feet below the 1650-foot level, 
and the work of sinking is still going on. The prog- 
ress in sinking this shaft has been slow on account of 
the water we have had to contend with from 200 feet 
from the surface down; the flow of water amounting 
to from 43 to 47 inches, miners* measure. 

All the appurtenances to this shaft, such as the 
main building, an extensive machine shop, the ore 
house, the hoisting and pumping machinery, the pumps, 
pump bobs, water tanks, etc., are complete in every 
respect. Everything has been constructed on a scale 
and in a manner commensurate with the large future 
requirements of the two mines. The surface station of 
this shaft and the stations in the shaft have been made 
double, one immediately above another, and two cages, 
called a double-decker, are employed for hoisting ore, 
so attached one above the other as to exactly meet 
these divisionsJJ^of the stations ; both cages being 
loaded in the mine and unloaded at the surface at the 
same time. By this method time is economized in 
raising ore. * From the surface station, two substantial 
railways, one directly over the other, are , laid to the 
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California mill, near by, over which the ore as it comes 
to the surface can be taken to this mill. This mill is 
capable of reducing 300 tons per day. An ore house 
of 3,000 tons capacity has recently been erected, from 
which ore can be shipped by railroad to other mills. 

The facilities for landing wood, timber, and other 
mining supplies, and for shipping to mills the ore raised 
through this shaft, have been much improved by the 
construction of a branch track from the Virginia and 
Truckee Railroad, which passes on both the upper and 
lower sides, in close proximity to the works. 

The cost of this shaft, qnd all its appurtenances, 
together with all the real estate acquired for the pur- 
poses of the shaft, amounts, up to January ist, 1877, to 
$820,000. Protection of these works against fire has 
been secured by a complete system of water pipes, hy- 
drants, and hose, with a plentiful supply of water under 
heavy- pressure. 

A portion of the ore extracted from the mine, dur- 
ing the past year, has been raised through this shaft, 
having been transported from the mine through a drift 
which connects directly with this shaft on the 1 500- 
foot level. This is a large drift, well timbered, and 
laid with a T rail track, the same as is used in all the 
drifts and cross-cuts on the 1500-foot level. In addi- 
tion to being a convenient thoroughfare for the trans- 
portation of ore, this drift aids materially in the venti- 
lation of the mine. 

Our supply of wood and timber, which is shown in 
the accompanying inventory of supplies on hand, is 
ample for present requirements, and, without any addi- 
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tion to it, is sufficient to meet our wants in the event 
of a storm of a month's duration. 

We have facilities for the melting and assaying of 
all the bullion produced from the mine in the depart- 
ment which has been constructed for that purpose, in 
the immediate vicinity of the mining works, and which 
has been furnished with all the requisite apparatus and 
materials for doing that work, both for this and the 
Consolidated Virginia mines. 

With the expectation of soon overcoming all the 
impediments which have been hinted at above, as 
having stood in the way of our operations in the 
mine, and that the necessary connections will soon be 
made for working the lower levels to advantage, I 
anticipate, from the indications which arc before us, 
that the work of the present year will be crowned 
with unparalleled success.

The mine has yielded during the year ending 
December Slst, 1877, 217,432 tons of ore. Of this 
ore 213,683 ^ tons have been reduced, yielding 
bullion of the value of $18,924,850 27. The value 
of the gold in the bullion was $9,386,745 47, and of 
the silver $9,538,104 80. 

This is a splendid showing for the year, and the 
dividends paid to the stockholders since the last 
annual statement, amounting to $14,040,000, are the 
tangible proofs of it. 

The tax on bullion, levied by the State of Nevada, 
is onerous — we have paid taxes during the year 
amounting to the sum of $462,629 78.

Dear Sir : — The California mine has yielded, 
during the year ending December 31st, 1877, 217,432 
tons of ore. There remained on hand on the first 
day of January, 1877, in the ore houses and at mills, 
1260 5S?a tons, making a total of 218,692 ^ tons. Of 
this ore 213,683 ^ tons have been reduced, leaving 
on hand in the ore houses and at mills 5009 ^ tons, 
valued by assay at $518,431. The ore reduced has 
yielded bullion of the value of $18,924,850 27, or 
$88 49 J per ton ; this yield being 73 ?o percent, of the 
assay value of the ore. The value of the gold in this 
bullion was $9,386,745 47, and of the silver, 
$9,538,104 80. 
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After paying the expense of transportation and 
the heavy discount which is exacted on silver, the 
net proceeds realized from the bullion by the time it 
has become converted into money, amount to consid- 
erably less than the stamped value of the bars. 

In reviewing the operations in this mine for the 
past year, that there may be a full understanding of 
their nature and extent, 1 will describe what work 
has been done on each particular level, and the 
results, commencing with the 

1400 Foot Level. 

Considerable work has been done on this level and 
on the levels above it, but not enough to determine 
whether ore exists, or not, in either of them. The 
drifts and cross-cuts heretofore run are badly crushed 
and require much labor to place them in order. This 
should be done and the ore vein thorough! v cross- 
cutted and the value of the ore which may be con- 
tained therein, be determined within the 2)resent 
year. 

1500 Foot Level. 

From this level much ore has been taken, and 
much still remains on the east side of the stopes 
which have been worked. Its quality, so far as it 
has been developed, is of low grade, excepting a 
small body lying south from cross-cut No 4 and on 
the west of the main ore body. This body is but 14 
feet in width and between 60 and 70 feet in length. 



In the uortheni 200 feet of tlie mine, on this level 
anil the level above, our drifts and croes-cuts have 
not been extended to the east boundary of the ore 
body, but have terminated in a vast body of poor 
quartz — of too low a grade to justify extraction. 
These drifts Khoiild be extended to the east wall and 
a thorough knowledge of this locality be obtained. 

We are now engaged in running a drift from the 
C. and C. joint drift on this level — so fur 136 feet, and 
its whole length, when it intersects the ore stopen, 
will lie 371 feet, From this drift we can develop 
this body of quartz cheaply and avoid the crushing 
ground which adjoins the settling ore stopes. 

The main north drift which extends from the 
nmin shaft to cross-cut No. 4 on this level, ulso cross- 
cuts Nos. 1, 2, 3, and 4 are in fair condition, hut they 
are kept so at continual heavy expense on account of 
the constant settling and creeping to the east of the 
ground near to and west of the ore stopes through 
which this drift and these cross-cuts pass No. 4 
winze extends down to llie 160(1 foot level. Through 
this winze are passed all the timbers for the northern 
part of the mine on the two levels below. It will Ite 
continued to the 1(J50 foot level, and he used for the 
same purpose for that level. 

15^0 Foot Levkl. 



From this level a vast quantity of ore has been 
taken, of high grade. On ihe sill tloor the ore has 
extended the whole length of the mine, excepting 
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a few feet next to the northern boundary. The same 
may be said of the second floor and upward, except- 
ing ten feet next to the north line. The part ex- 
cepted carries ore of low grade. The ore body on 
this level, at the widest point, is 162 feet in width. 
To the east of this ore body there is a very large 
body of low grade quartz, similar to that on the 
levels above, which has not been developed — the 
cross-cuts not having been extended to the east wall 
of the ore vein. 

From all appearances the largest portion of the 
bulk of ore on this level has been taken out. There 
still remains considerable ore of good quality and a 
large quantity of medium grade. 

We are now running a large working drift on the 
west side of the ore body in the solid west wall. 
This drift will extend the whole length of the mine, 
connecting with the main shalt on the south and with 
the Ophir mine on the north. All the cross-cuts will 
be continued to this drift, and from it access will be 
had to all parts of the level. The completion of this 
drift will relieve us from the heavy expense which is 
required in maintaining drifts close to the settling 
and swelling ground adjacent to the ore body. 

This level is well ventilated by winzes sunk at 
intervals in the vein, connecting with the level above 
and with the level below. Winze No. 3 extends to 
the 1650 foot level, and by means of a cage, men and 
materials are cheaply conveyed down it to the 1600 
and 1650 foot levels. 
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The east clay of the ore bojy hiis been followei 
northeast from No. 3 winze 120 feet. Lying against 

Ithia east clay is an east seam of ore 18 feet in width, 
of fair quality. This ore seam gradually widens 
igoinfT nortli. It is east of what has lierelofore been 
Buppased to be the east clay of the ore body. 
Between this point and the northern lioundnry the 
^flst wall has not been reached on this level.

From this level 105,723 JJw tons of ore have been 
extracted, and all of tiiis has been hoisted through 
the Ophir shaft. The ore breasts show a targe quan- 
tity of good ore remaining. The sill floor has been 
extended from the northern boundary south to within 
5140 feet of the south line of the mine. This 240 
feet of the ore body is untouched between this level 
and the level above, except where it has been pene- 
trated by No. 3 winze which passes thiougli it. This 
winze shows good ore, and we have reason to believe 
that the whole block is of the same good quality. 

The sill floor between winzes Nos. -5 and 6 discloses 
II poor spot extending across the vein- Its length is 
60 feet on the ea»t side and nearly 40 feet on the 
west side; but the second floor and alt the floors 
atKive show continuous ore over this poor section. 
Winze No. 6 hns been sunk from this level 100 feet 
to the 1700 foot level, passing down llirough fair ore 
to within 10 feet of its bottom — at which point it 
I entered the west wall. Winze No, 5 has been sunk 
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240 feet l>elo\v this level and connected with the 
1650, 1700, 1750, and 1840 foot levels. These 
winzes are large and have, each, two compartments, 
with strong air winding engines placed upon them, 
and they are indispensably necessary for the trans- 
mission of men and materials and for the free passage 
of air from level to level. Winze No. 4 has been 
sunk to the 1650 foot level and ventilates that level. 

A large drift connects with the Ophir shaft through 
which the ore is run out to that shaft and from which 
we obtain our main supply of pure air. A joint 
incline winze has been sunk from this level to the 
1840 foot level. In its descent it connects with the 
1700 foot level and ventilates that level. It is heav- 
ily timbered ond is designed for a chute for the ore of 
the 1700 foot level. A large lateral drift is being 
run the whole length of the mine. It connects with 
the Ophir air gallery on the north — 40 feet to the 
oast of the ore stopes, and in going south it keeps 
the same distance east of the stopes. All the cross- 
gangways in the ore body will be connected with this 
drift, and the working drift which rqns in the middle 
of the ore body and which is badly crushed and is 
now expensive to maintain and cannot be kept open 
as the level below is being worked upward, will be 
abandoned. 

The east wall has not been reached in any of our 
cross-cuts in the northern 400 feet of the mine on 
tliis level. These cross-cuts all terminated in a large 
solid body of poor quartz. 



1650 F<«)T Level. 

The iiiiviii drift which leiids from (he CoiiHoliduted 
Virginiii and Cnliforiiia joint shaft on this level liaa 
been carried lurward to the ore vein. A branch dril't 
liaa also been run northwest, cutting the ore body at 
a point 110 feet north of the couthern boundary of 
the mine, A joint cross-cut {No. 1) has been ex- 
tended west across the vein to the Consolidated Vir- 
ginia mail) shaft, a distance of 270 feet, and ore is 
now being iioisted through tliis shaft from this level. 

Tliis level has been partially opened by amain drift 
whicli runs in the middle of the vein for tlio whole 
length of tlie mine — except 40 feet in whicli the drift 
is now being advanced. This drift, na it passes north, 
connects with winzes Nos. 3,4, 4i, 5 and 6. Cross- 
cuts Noa. 2, 3, 4, 4i and 5 liave been extended across 
the ore vein — each one touching, as we sup|)use, the 
east clay and the west clay. Some of these cross-cuts 
pass through fine ore, and some through worthless 
matter. 

The sill floor of the slope opened on the south line 
extends north 105 feet, passing on each side of the 
horse. The ore again unites at No. 3 winze, the horse 
giving out at tliis point. Here we have opened a 
small sill floor 30 by 30 feet and 12 feet in height, and 
the ore here is of excellent quality. The ore body 
again splits in going north, one part of it bearing to 
the northeast, and the other part to the northwest 
under the ore body worked on the level above. 

The main north drift in the ore body has already 
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required to be enlarged and timbered five times, and 
is now in bad condition. To save the great expense 
of thus maintaining drifts in tlie ore vein, a lateral 
drift has been started from the main shaft, and will 
be run north in the hard blasting rock of the west 
wall for the whole length of the mine. All the cross- 
cuts will be extended to tliis drift, and will enable us 
to reach all parts of the ore body conveniently. 

There is a large quantity of ore on this level, yet 
but little breasting out has been done, and that only 
at the southern boundary. Our greatest extraction has 
been confined to the 1600 foot level, where the ore bodv 
is very wide and heavy, and must be worked rapidly to 
avoid crushing of timbers and the consequent great 
loss of ore. Much work has ^et to be done on this 
level to know definitely its value. No. 3 winze has 
been sunk to and connected with the 1750 foot level. 
A cage has been placed in one of its compartments — 
affording a very convenient passage from level to level. 
The ventilation of this level has been made perfect by 
the four winzes which connect it with the level below. 

1700 Foot Level. 

This level is but partially developed, and only on 
the northern 245 feet of the mine. Winze No. 6, 
which is situated 120 feet from our northern boundary, 
has been sunk to this level from the 1600 foot level. 
From the bottom of it a cross-cut has been run east 
102 feet — passing 81 feet in ore of good quality, and 
terminating in porphyry and quartz of no value. A 
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Interal drift has been run north and west of the ore 
body — connecting with the joint incliiii; winzp on the 
north, which ventilates tlie level, Another lateral 
drift is run soutli in the hard west wall— connecting 
with winze No. Tj, which extends down to the 1840 
foot level. An cast cross-cut has been run 05 feet, 
and a drill hole 200 feet farther, but no ore of value 
has been encountered in either. A cro»H-cut has been 
run west from tliia winze 82 feet, passing nil the way 
in vein matter and low grade ore. But little is yet 
known of this level. 

1750 F(K)T Level. 



This level has been partially opened by running a 
joint drift west from the Consolidated Virginia and 
California joint shaft 540 feet on our south line. At 
this point this drift forks — the south branch passing 
into the Consolidated Virginia mine, and the north 
branch in the California mine at a point 110 feet 
north of the southern boundary. Tlie ore body has 
been cross-cutted by a joint croas-cut near the south 
line and by cro8,s-cuts Nos. 2, 2i and 3, which extend 
from the east clay to the west clay of the ore body. 
A drift has been run in the middle of the vein from 
the south line north ISO feet, ut which point it passes 
into the west wall. It continues in the west wall 225 
feet, its course being north, five degrees east, and in 
15 or 20 feet more it is e.\pected to cut the ore body 
which was cross-cutted on the 1700 foot level, as the 
vein bears to the northwest as we approach the norih . 
end of the mine. TIii.s drift has to be run 195 feet 
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farther to reach our northern boundary — where it will 
intersect the north joint winze and ore chute. This 
connection will ventilate the level and enable us to 
transport the ore either north to the Ophir shaft, or 
south to our own shafts. Winze No. 5 connects with 
this drift by a cross-cut west 76 feet, which ventilates 
all of the drift south of this winze. Cross-cut No. 3 
connects with the large double winze sunk from the 
level above. 

The ore body on this level is very wide, and the 
vein well defined with regular walls. The greatest 
part of the ore is of too low a grade to pay for mining 
and milling. The good ore is confined to the east 
wall, and its greatest width does not exceed 28 feet. 
As the sill floors of the level above carried good ore, 
and as winzes Nos. 1 and 3 passed down in good ore 
more than half their depth, it is reasonable to suppose 
that much ore exists between this level and the level 
above. As before sttited, the level is opened only in 
part, and much work must yet be done to arrive at a 
knowledge of its value. 

Winze No. 3 is now sunk 190 feet below this level, 

and is being continued downward. In its descent it 

intercepts the 1840 foot level drift. No cross-cuts 

have been run from this winze, and no ore of value 

has been developed by it. It is situated 90 feet north 

from our south line. The 1850 foot level drift from 

the C. and C. shaft, when run, will connect with this 

winze for air. 

1840 Foot Level. 

The opening of this level has been commenced at 






I the iiurtli end — from the Opliir mine. A drJI't w 
run from that mine south in the hard weat wall 350 
feet; thence wmtheast 195 feet, connecting with No. 
3 winze, sunit from the 1750 foot level. A joint Ophir 
and California cross-cut has been run east from this 
drift on our north lino 190 feet, and it will be continued 
eRst on a line with the eaBt ore body found in the 
Ophir mine. By this cross-cut we will ascertain if 
that body extends south and upward into this mine. 
Cross-cut No. 5 is also being run cast from the 
lateral drift spoken of. It is now in 220 feet, and will 
be continued to the east wall of the vein. This level 
is well ventilated by the connections with the Ophir 
mine, and with the joint winze and winzes Nos. 3 and 
5. The explorations so far made on this level are very 
limited. 

In addition to the operations on the several levels 
which have been detailed above, a very large amount 
of extra work has been done the past year^n keep- 
ing the main shaft and stations in a working condition, 
in maintaining the working drifts, and in opening and 
keeping open air connections, etc., all which has en- 
tailed great expense. This has resulted from the fact 
that, in working these wide bodies of ore, the constant 
pressure of the ground surrounding the worked out 
ore atopes is so great, that it requires a large force of 
men to keep the mine in a suitable condition for ex- 
tracting ore, and the expense for the time being has 
nUo increased from the necessity of hastening the ex- 
traction of the ore in order to prevent the loss of much 
ore which would follow from the caving of the ground 
and the crushing of the timbers. 
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The system we have now adopted of running all 
lateral drifts outside of the ore body away from the 
swelling and settling ground and connecting them with 
the cross-cuts in the ore body, will save the company 
many thousand dollars the present year. Another 
way to economy is found in the use of compressed air 
in working engines for sinking winzes, in running 
blowers for ventilating the drifts and the ore stopes, 
in hoisting timbers into the stopes and in running rock 
drills. 

The main shaft (the Consolidated Virginia) has been 
sunk from the 1550 foot level to the 1650 foot level, 
and connected through the Consolidated Virginia mine 
with the drifts in the ore vein on the latter level. 
Four hundred feet of it has been re-timbered, and 
some parts of it three and four times. It is passable, 
but at the same time it is badly crushed and danger- 
ous, and requires extensive re-timbering. 

The Consolidated Virginia and California joint shaft 
has been sunk from 25 feet below the 1650 foot level 
to a point which is 12 feet below the 1850 foot level, 
and the timbers for a shaft station at the latter level 
are already in place. The heavy flow of water has 
continued throughout the year, and remains unabated. 
The flow of water amounting to from 43 to 45 inches, 
miners' measure, all comes into the shaft at a point 37 
feet above the bottom of it, with the exception of about 
10 inches that issues from the C. and C. drift on the 
1500 foot level. 

The flow in this shaft is the only water that we 
have to contend with, as the mine in all its levels is 
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I DOW comparatively dry. The bottmn of the shaft is 
Lnow dry and in very hard blasting rock. 

The sinking of the shaft has been discontinued for 
[the past three months and a half, bnt IIiIk work will 
I' be resumed witliin tlie next two montliK. 

Each lioisting compartment of this shaft is fitted 
with three cages, one over the other, which enables ns 
to hoist three tons each trip in each compartment. A 
fourth cage is in readiness to be added to each com- 
partment whenever required. Two of these cages are 
loaded at the same time, and they ai*e also unloaded 
simultaneously, as the floors and tracks leading from 
the surface station to the ore houses are laid one im- 
mediately over the other, corresponding to the height 
and position of the cages. 

All appurtenances to this shaft, sucli as the main 
building, the ore houses; the hoisting and pumping 
machinery, the pumps, pump bobs, water tanks, etc., 
have not deteriorated in condition since my last annual 
report, but have rather been made more complete by 
such additions and changes as circumstances required, 
one of which is a large new air compressor, which has 
been constructed and put in place at a cost of $25,000. 
Everything connected with this shaft has been con- 
structed on a scale and iu a manner commensurate 
with the large future requirements of the two mines. 
I A branch track from the Virginia and Truckee Rail- 
\ road passes on two sides of these works, in close prox- 
imity to them, and this enables us, in the most con- 
venient and expeditious manner, to land wood, timber 
and other mine supplies, and to ship to mills the ore 
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ments, containing details in regard to the production 
of the mine, and the receipts and disbursements for 
the whole year; also, inventories of all property on 
hand in Virginia on the 31st day of December, be- 
longing to the Consolidated Virginia and California 
Joint Shaft ; the quantities and cost value of all mine 
supplies purchased and consumed; the amount of 
labor employed — its different kinds and cost ; the cost 
of reduction of the ore, and various other expenditures; 
all of which have been carefully prepared, and are 
submitted as complete statistical information on these 
matters, worthy of close examination.

Dear Sir: — The California mine has yielded 
during the year ending December 31st, 1878, 134,887 
JJS tons of ore. There remained on hand on the 
first of January, 1878, in the ore houses and at the 
mills, 5009 ^ tons, making a total of 139,896 J^ 
tons. Of this ore 138,785 J^JJ tons have been re- 
duced, leaving on hand in the ore house and at the 
mills 1111 jtoS, tons, valued by assay at $64,385 62. 
The ore reduced has yielded bullion of the value of 
$10,949,078 93, or $78 89 per ton; this yield being 
72^ per cent, of the assay value of the ore. The 
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value of the gold in this bullion was $5,553,404 38, 
and of the silver, $5,395,674 55. 

In addition to the ore which was extracted, there 
have been raised from the mine, in the past year, 
22,693 tons of waste rock. 

With this statement of the general results of the 
operations of the past year, I will now submit for 
your information a detailed account of the work 
which has been done in the mine, in the various 
levels, and from which the present condition and 
the prospects of the mine can be understood. 

i 

I 1500-FOOT LEVEL. 

The northwest drift from the main C. and C. drift, 
on this level, which was being run to intersect cross- 
cut No. 4, has been completed, and has accomplished 
the purpose for which it was intended, and all the 
ore has been extracted that would be profitable to 
take out. 

1550-FOOT LEVEL. 

The north drift on this level, on the west side 
of the ore body, has been extended to and con- 
nected with winze No. 4, sunk from the level above, 
and the ground on the west side of the ore body 
has been thoroughly prospected and nothing of any 
value has been found. On the east side of the ore 
^^ the scam of ore which was lying to the east 
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of the east clay, and which proved tf> l>e a spur 
from the main vein, has been worked out. There 
are no reserven of productive ore on this level. 

1600-Forrr level. 

This level has produced a lar^e quantity of ore 
during the year, all of which has been hoisted 
through the Ophir shaft. It has been thoroughly 
prospected by means of drifts and crosscuts to the 
south, east and west. The ore extended to the 
west clay for the distance of 200 f<,*(;t, commencing 
at a point 200 feet south from the Ophir lino. 
South of that point, low grade ore came in which 
continued to the south line. On the east side the 
pay ore did not extend to the east clay, and for 
400 feet south from the Oj)hir line the east clay 
was not exposed. At that jioint pay ore was found 
on the east clay and continued to the south line. 
In working north, towards the Ophir line, from a 
point 100 feet south of that line the quality of the 
ore deteriorated, and the productive ore gave out 
20 feet from that line. The main drift to the Ophir 
shaft and the lateral drift east of the stopes have 
been kept open for the purpose of veiitilati<m, and 
are now in a state of good repair. 

1650-FOOT LEVEL. 

This level has also produced a large quantity of 
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good ore in the past year. It has been thoroughly 
opened and prospected by the necessary drifts, 
and winzes and drill holes. The ore body did not 
show the same extent to the north as was developed 
on the 1600-foot level. A piece of barren ground, 
consisting of vein porphyry and poor ore, coming 
in at a point 100 feet north of winze No. 3, extends 
north for a distance of 250 feet, at which point low 
grade ore was found, which continued to the Ophir 
line. The north lateral drift has been extended to, 
and connected with the joint Ophir winze on our 
northern line, but as it passes through ground which 
is very heavy and crushes badly, it was found best 
to run a new drift to the west of the ore body, 
directly from the Consolidated Virginia shaft to the 
joint Ophir winze. This drift is completed, and an 
upraise made to the level above, which will enable 
us to prospect this end of the level to advantage. 

1700-FOOT LEVEL. 

A very limited amount of work has been done on 
this level during the past year. A winze has been 
suuk to the level below, from the east end of the 
crosscut which was run from the bottom of winze 
No. 6. No developement of any value has as yet 
been made. The inass of ore is low grade, carry- 
ing small streaks of good ore through it, but not of 
sufficient value to make it profitable to extract at 
the present time. 
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1750-FOOT LEVEL. 

The work of opening this level has been carried 
on by continuing the main north lateral drift to 
within 80 feet of the Ophir line; also by running 
west crosscut No. 6 to the west clay, and by run- 
ning east crosscut No. 6 to a point vertically over 
the 1840 foot level, and sinking therefrom winze 
No. 6 to that level, for the purpose of ventilation. 
West crosscut No. 6 cut good ore at a point 15 feet 
from the main lateral drift, which explorations up- 
ward have shown to be a continuation of the ore 
which was exposed in the north end of the 1600 
and 1700 foot levels, but of a better quality. The 
sill floor opened in this ore body is about 40 feet 
long by 20 feet wide; and in working upward the 
quality of the ore deteriorated as the stopes ap- 
proached the levels above. Work has been suspend- 
ed at that point for the present. A winze is being 
sunk from the sill floor down to the level below; 
and it shows low grade ore to the depth of 20 feet. 
It is now in vein matter and clay. At the south 
end of this level, the ore left under the sill floor of 
the 1650 foot level has been found to extend down 
about 40 feet, and is now being extracted. Nothing 
new of value has been developed on the south end 
of this level below this point, the ore body being 
about 110 feet wide, with well defined walls, dimin- 
ishing rapidly in width as it extends north. The 
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ore is of a very low grade, with occasional streaks 
of good quality, not suflBcient, however, to give the 
mass a mining and milling value. 

1840-FOOT LEVEL. 

On this level (which corresponds to the 1700-foot 
level of the Ophir mine,) the joint Ophir east cross- 
cut has been extended to a point which is 420 feet 
east of the main lateral drift, and from this point a 
large vertical winze has been sunk 200 feet to the 
Ophir 1900-foot level for ventilation. A small vein 
or stringer of ore, giving good assays, was passed 
through in this winze. Bast crosscut No. 5 has 
been run to a point 333 feet east from the main 
lateral drift. 

1950-FOOT LEVEL. 

This level has been opened by the completion of 
winze No. 3, sunk from the 17oO-foot level, and by 
running therefrom, a main drift east to the 0. and C. 
joint shaft, a distance of 600 feet. At a point 350 
feet west of the C. and C. joint shaft a drift was start- 
ed from the main east drift spoken of, and has been 
run north 309 feet, and will be continued north to 
the Ophir line to connect with the joint winze 
sunk from the 1840-foot level, and this will be the 
main lateral drift of this level. An ore seam, 
5 feet wide, giving good assays, was cut in this 
drift and passed across and out of the drift in a 
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north-easterly direction. The value and extent of 
this developement will be determined by crosscuts 
which will be run, and by winzes which will be sunk 
during the present year. 

2150-FOOT LEVEL. 

This level is being opened by running a main 
drift south on the Ophir 2000-foot level, (which 
corresponds to the California 2150-foot level,) from 
a joint Ophir winze, which has been sunk from the 
1900-foot level of that mine on our north line. 
This drift is now in 300 feet, and will be continued to 
connect with the 2150-foot station of the C. and C. 
joint shaft, a distance of 250 feet, and be the main 
lateral drift of this level. As soon as this connection 
is made, crosscuts will be run east and west from 
this drift, which will thoroughly prospect the level 
and determine its value. 

Consolidated Virginia Shaft, 

This shaft which has been used in part for the 
working of the California mine, was in such a con- 
dition on the first of May last that it became nec- 
essary to close it, and discontinue all work through 
it for the purpose of retimbering it and for general 
repairs. The requisite repairs were found to be 
more extensive than was anticipated. From this 
cause, and on account of the extreme heat which 
followed the unavoidable interference with the 
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natural ventilation, this work was not completed 
until October. This shaft is now in excellent con- 
dition, and with the exception of about 300 feet 
below the 1300-foot level, will require no repairs 
for some years. The 300 feet mentioned being op- 
posite the old ore stopes, will probably crush and 
crowd toward the stopes and require some attention 
continually. During the progress of repairs in the 
shaft, the hoisting works and other machinery on 
the surface were thoroughly overhauled and put in 
excellent condition. 

Consolidated Virginia and California Shaft. 

This shaft, which is usually known as the C. and 0. 
joint shaft, has been sunk from a point 12 feet be- 
low the 1850-foot station, to a point which is 44 
feet below the 2150-foot station. The 1950-foot 
station has been excavated, from which the main 
drift spoken of above was run on that level 600 
feet to the vein. At the 2050-foot level, a station 
set of timbers has been put in place, but the exca- 
vation for the station has not yet been made. At 
the 2150-foot level the station has been excavated 
and put in proper shape for the developement of 
that level. As fast as the shaft has been sunk, all 
the necessary pumps, pump bobs and other ma- 
chinery for handling the water, and other material 
have been put in place. The necessary excavations 
for water tanks have been made, and tanks placed 
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therein. So that at this date the shaft is completely 
equipped to its lowest depth. There has been no 
diminution in the flow of water. A pump speed of 
8^ strokes per minute is required to handle it. 
The material passed through in sinking lias been 
extremely hard porphyry, but the formation will 
evidently become softer as the shaft in sinking 
approaches nearer to the vein. As soon as practi- 
cable, this shaft will be continued down to the 2850- 
foot level, and explorations be made from that 
point. 

In connection with this report you will lind com- 
plete statements, carefully prepared by •!. M. 
Taylor, our chief clerk, which will show the re- 
ceipts and disbursements of this oflice for the past fis- 
cal year; also inventories of property on hand, at this 
date, belonging to this company, and to the Joint 0. 
and C. shaft; and other interesting information per- 
taining to the operations of this company for the 
year. 

You will observe that the cost of extracting ore 
in the year 1878 was greater than it was in the year 
1877. The reasons of this increased expense are as 
follows : 

First — The closing of the Consolidated Virginia 
shaft for repairs, (it being the main upcast or reliev- 
ing shaft of this mine) so interfered with the venti- 
lation during our intensely hot summer weather, 
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that practically, it took double th<j number of men 
to extract the same quantity of ore, and to carry on 
the necessary dead work of the mine. The proposi- 
tion of closing the ore stopes, and discontinuing 
the extraction of ore during that time was at one 
time entertained, but was abandoned, experience 
having shown that the cost of re-opening the stopes, 
(even if that could be done) would be greater than 
the extra expense of extraction. 

Second — As the mine increases in depth, in the 
same proportion, the amount of dead work required 
to maintain the working drifts and shafts in work- 
ing order increases. In estimating the cost of ex- 
tracting the ore, all this expense, as well as that 
of sinking the C. and C. shaft and that of opening 
the new lower levels, is included. 

Third — The quantity of ore extracted was much 
less than in the previous year and was so much the 
less able to bear the increased burden of expense 
imposed upon it. 

Conclusion, 

The lateral drifts, crosscuts and winzes, which 
have been run in and through the different levels 
of the mine, and which have been particularly de- 
scribed above, secure a general good ventilation, 
and form a complete base from which we can now 
continue the extraction of ore from the productive 
levels, and carry on the work of developing the 
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new lower levels: Leaving the two upper levels 
(the 1500 and 1550-foot levels) out of considera- 
tion, there still remains in sight, in the other productive 
levels, blocks of good ore, and it is not unreasonable 
to suppose that the low grade ore, which exists 
there, may improve on further exploration; and 
portions of these levels remain entirely unex- 
plored, and are yet to be prospected. It must be 
recollected that the three lower levels, particularly 
the 1950 and 2150-foot levels, have only begun to 
be opened, and that there is here a large extent of 
ground to be prospected. So far as we have advanced 
into these levels, the formation appears favorable, and 
already a seam of ore. yielding fine assays, has 
beeu reached in the main drift on the 1950-foot 
level. This scam has been followed for more than 100 
feet, and it lies fully 60 feet east of the main ore 
vein. We are encouraged to hope for renewed 
prosperity to the mine, not only from the indications 
visible in itself, but also from the important fact 
that ore developements have been made in the Com- 
stock vein, considerably deeper than our present 
workings ; notably in the case of the Sierra Nevada 
mine, where the top of the late ore developement is 
200 feet deeper than our 2150-foot, or lowest level.

' Superintendents Report. 



George Wallace, 

President California Mining Company. 

Dear Sir: 

The California Mine has yielded during the year end- 
ing December 31st, 1879, 61,152 y^'^^ tons of ore. There 
remained on hand in the ore houses and at the mills, at 
the date of my last annual report, 1,111 tjVo\ tons, making 
a total of 66,145 iHJ tons. Of this ore, 64,044 JXgS 
tons have been reduced, yielding bullion of the value of 
$2,577,495 17, or §40 24 per ton — this yield being 74i 
per cent, of the assay value of the ore ; no allowance 
being made for moisture. We have now on band, in the 
ore houses and at the mill, 905 }5 JJ to\i^ of ore, valued by 
assay at $33,619 40. The value of the gold contained in 
the bullion was §1,333,762 66, and of the silver, §1,243,- 
732 51. The above amount includes 882 tons pur- 
chased of the Consolidated Virginia Mining Company, 
and 1,195 .VJJo tons sold to that Company. These lots of 
ore were extracted from those portions of the mine which 
were inaccessible from the C. & C. shaft, through which, 
at that time, our ore was being raised. 

In addition to the ore extracted, there has been raised 
from the mine during the past year, 9,480 tons of waste 
rock. With this general statement of results, I will now 
proceed to review the operations of the mine in detail, de- 
scribing the work done on the different levels of the mine, 
and showing progress made in the deeper explorations: 
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850-FOOT LEVEL. 

A west drift was started on this level from the Consoli* 
dated Virginia shaft, jointly with the Consolidated Vir- 
ginia Company, on the seventh day of April last, for the 
purpose of exploring the ground lying west of that shaftj 
and connecting with the old workings on the 500-foot level 
above. This drift passed through a hard blasting por- 
phyry' for a distance of 225 feet, when a softer formation 
was eucoantered, carrying some water ; at a point 4U8 feet 
from the shaft, vein porphyry, containing some quartz, was 
found, which continued to a point 470 feet from the shaft, 
when hard rock was again encountered, which continued 
for a distance of 110 feet, at which point a change took 
place in the character of the ground — soft-vein porphyry, 
with clay and quartz streaks, making their appearance and 
continuing to a point 680 feet west of shaft, when the west 
wall of the vein was exposed, and work discontinued. At 
a point 153 feet back from the face of the west drift, a 
north drift was started in August last. This drift was run 
a distance of 172 feet through a promising looking vein 
matter, showing considerable water, and work was discon- 
tinued temporarily' to allow the water to drain away. Work 
will be resumed at an early day on this level. 

1650-FOOT LEVEL. 

This level has yielded 3,157 JJ Jg tons of fair grade ore 
during the past year ; and, having been thoroughly pros- 
pected during the previous year, the only work done in ad- 
dition to the extraction of the ore, has been to maintain 
the diflferent drifts and winze connections in the conditions 
necessary to insure good ventilation, and to enable us to 
prosecute our work to advantage. 

There yet remains some low grade ore in the north end 
of this level adjoining the Ophir ground, which will be 
extracted during the coming year. 



17oO-rOOT LETEL. 

Thi5 level has proJuceJ 46,867 tons of ore daring tbe 
paist Tear: extensive explorations have been carried on by 
means of drifts and winzes ; bat nothing of Taloe has been 
developed. Tbe main north lateral drift, which, at the 
date of mv last annnal report, was within SO feet of oar 
northern boandary, has been extended to that point and 
connected with the drift ran bj theOphir Company soath 
from their main incline. This drift gives as excellent 
ventilation. An npraise is being made from the end of 
Cross-cat No. 3, to the 16oO-foot level, above which, when 
completed, will be a permanent air- way and connection 
l>et«een these levels. A dniin-pipe, of safficient capacity 
to carry all the water pamped from the C. & C, Ophir 
and Union shafis, has been laid through our ground, south 
through the intervening mines, to the Savage connection 
with the Sutro Tunnel, and north to the Ophir incline. 
This pi] e is now in successful operation, and will be used 
until tbe north lateral drift of the Sutro Tunnel is com- 
pleted to those points. Some low grade ore is still in 
place in this level at the extreme northern end, which 
will be extracted during tbe coming year. 

1840-rOOT LF\XL. 

Tbi» level has yielded 3,929 JJgJ tons of ore of fair 
grade during the year. This has all been extracted from 
below tbe sill-floor of tbe 1750 level at tbe northern 
end of tbe mine, and was found to extend to a point 50 
feet below that level. A west cross-cut was run jointly 
with the Consolidated Virginia Company, on our southern 
boundarv from tbe main south drift, to a distance of 77 
feet, but nothing of value was discovered. No other work 
has been done, except to keep tbe various drifts and 
winze connections in repair. 
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19oO-rOOT LEVEL. 

This level has yielded 9,635 3V00 ^ons of fair grade ore 
during the year, all of it having been extracted from the 
five-foot seam cut by the main east drift run from the 
bottom of winze No. 3, to the C. & C. shaft, during the 
previous year. This winze has been working jointly with 
the Consolidated Virginia Company from the main east 
drift, at a point 260 feet west of the C. & C. shaft, down 
to the 2150 level. This winze being extended for a perma- 
nent air-way, was sunk through the hard blasting ground 
lying to the east of the ore-vein, to avoid heavy ground, 
and to save repairs. There are no known reserves of ore 
on this level. 

2150-FOOT LEVEL. 

This level has yielded 1,462 2V00 tonsUf fair grade ore 
during the year. The main north lateral drift, that at the 
date of my last annual report was being run south from 
the joint Ophir winze sunk on our northern boundary, 
reached the C. & C. shaft in February last. This drift 
cut an ore-seam four feet in width, having a northeast and 
southwest course at a point 298 feet north of C. &, C. 
shaft, from which all the ore extracted from this level has 
come, and some ore yet remains in place. The cross-cuts 
and drill-holes run to the east and west, have developed 
nothing more of value. The west drift being run jointly 
with the Consolidated Virginia Company, and which, at 
the date of my last annual report, was in 73 feet from the 
C. & C. shaft, has been extended to a point 426 feet west 
of that shaft, where it encountered the west wall of the 
vein, and was discontinued. At a point 260 feet west of 
the C. & C. shaft, a drift was run jointly with the Consoli- 
dated Virginia Company, and connected with the joint 
winze sunk from the 1950-foot level, which connection 
gives us good ventilation at that point. 
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2250-FOOT LEVEL. 

This level is being opened by running a main north lat- 
eral drift from the C. & C. shaft. This drift is now in 
192 feet, and has cut into a favorable looking vein-forma- 
tion, carrying some quartz giving low assays, which may 
be the vein encountered on the level above. An upraise 
will be made as soon as possible to ascertain that fact. 
This drift will be continued to our northern boundary, and 
the necessary cross-cuts and upraises made to thoroughly 
explore this portion of our mine. 

2350-FOOT LEVEL. 

No work has been done on this level during, the past 
year, with the exception of opening out the station at 
the shaft. We shall, within one week, start the main 
north lateral drift of this level, from which, by a system 
of cross-cuts and winzes, the ground will be thoroughly 
explored. 

2450-FOOT LEVEL. 

A drift has been started on this level, south from our 
northern boundary (from the main south drift, run by the 
Ophir Company from their incline to our north line), and 
will be continued to a connection with the C. & C. shaft, 
which will be sunk to that level as soon as possible. In 
addition to the heavy amount of work performed on the 
various levels as above described, and in the Consolidated 
Virginia and C. & C. shafts, we have also done an im- 
mense amount of work by running drifts east and west 
from the old ore-s^pes between the different levels in 
search of ore. In these cases the waste rock extracted 
was filled into the old stopes, thereby saving the cost of 
handling and hoisting. 
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Consolidated Virginia Shaft. 

This shaft is in good condition, and with the exception 
of the portion below the 1400 level lying to the west of 
the old stopes, has required no repairs during the year. 
Although no work is carried on through this shaft, with 
the exception of that on the 850 level, it will be necessary 
to keep it in repair for the purposes of ventilation. 

Consolidated Virginia and California Joint Shaft, 

KNOWN AS THE C. AND C. SHAFT. 

This shaft has been sunk from a point 44 feet below the 
2150 station to a point 40 feet below the 2350 station. 
Stations have been excavated at the 2250 and 2850 levels, 
preparatory to the development of these levels. A tank 
station has been excavated at the 2350 level, and tank 
placed in position for the use of the main plunger pumps 
at that point. We have jointly with the Ophir and Union 
Shaft Companies laid a line of water-pipes from the Ophir 
incline south through the intervening mines to the Savage 
connection with the Sutro Tunnel. This pipe is of suffi- 
cient capacity to carry all the water pumped from our own 
and the other shafts, and will form the outlet for that 
water until the north branch of the Sutro Tunnel is com- 
pleted. Water was turned in on the 18th of July last, 
and since that time no water has been pumped to the sur- 
face. During the months of August and September we 
rearranged our pump system by running the pumps above 
the Sutro Tunnel connection and placing a double line of 
pumps below that point, thereby doubling our pumping 
capacity. We also put in additional balance bobs and 
new rods when required. This work Ijas been done at a 
heavy expense, but our pumping machinery is now in ex- 
cellent condition. We shall soon resume work in the bot- 
tom of the shaft, and continue it down to the 2550 level 
for the purpose of carrying on explorations in depth. 
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[o c3Dneetion with the report, jou will find full and 
complete statements which have been caiefallj compiled 
by our chief clert J. M. Taylor, showing the receipts and 
disbursements of this office for the hist fiscal year : also 
inventories of the propertv on hand at this date belonging 
to this company and the C. and C. Joint Shaft; also quan- 
tities and cost of materials and mine supplies purchased, 
sold and consumed, and other statistics which may be of 
interest to vourself and others.

Deak Sir: 

During the post year, ending December itl, 1881, there 
hitve been extracted from the mine fi,175 ^i tons of ore, 
which has all beeu reduced at the mills, yielding bullion to 
the value of $122,107 2fi, or*19.77 per ton; thia jielil being 
over 79 per cent, of the itssay value of the ore, no allowance 
being made for moisture. Tlie value of the gold coutained 
in the bnllion was *8a,146.10, and of the silver. $39,961.16. 
In addition to the ore extracted, there have been raised from 
the mine 14,299 i^g tons of waste rock. 

Witli this statement of geueral results, I will now pre- 
sent for your consideration a re\-iew iu detail of the work 
performed in the mine during the past year. 

In May last the presence of gas in the old stopes, from 
which we were extracting some low grade ore, made it 
necessary to close wyt all communication between them and 
the C. & C. shaft, and to close up the Con. Virginia shaft, 
which was at that time a strong upcast, with the view of 
smothering any iire that might exist, and preventing the gas 
interfering with tlie progress of working other portions of 
the mine. The closing of the Con. Virginia shaft made it 
necessary to change the Ophir shaft fi'om a downcast to an 
upcast, which condition was maintained until September, 
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when we were enabled to re-open the Con. Virginia shaft 
and turn the Ophir shaft a downcast again, taking precau- 
tions to prevent any fire that might remain in the old stopes 
from spreading, and confining the gas arising therefrom to 
that part of the mine. The work of bulkheading the drifts 
connecting the old stopes with the 'Gould & Curry on the 
south, Ophir on the north, and C. A:; C. shaft on the east, 
and the changing of our air-current and system of ventila- 
tion, seriously interfered with the progress of work in the 
mine during the four months it was in progress. In Novem- 
ber we, jointly with the Ophir and Mexican companies, 
erected a large suction or exhausting fan over the Con. 
Virginia shaft, which, by at least doubling the upcast 
capacity of that shaft, very much improves the ventilation 
of our lower levels through the various drifts and winzes 
connecting with it The 

1650 AND 1750-FOOT Levels 

Have yielded 5,487 JJ5o tons of low grade ore during the past 
year, the extraction of which was interrupted by the neces- 
sity of closing up the stopes as described above. Some low 
grade ore yet remains in place, which may be extracted at 
some future time. The 

2100-FOOT Level 

Has produced 687 }^\ tons of low grade ore during the year, 
it being the ore remaining in the small vein cut by the main 
north drift on the 2000-foot level. 

2300-FOOT Level. 

The joint Con. Virginia east crosscut, which at date of 
my last annual report was in 180 feet from the C. & C. 
shaft, has been extended 245 feet to a point 425 feet from 
that shaft. 

The joint Ophir east crosscut on the north line, which at 
date of my last annual report had reached a point 234 feet 
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from our imiin north drift, 1ms been extemlod H9 fuet, und a 
winze sunk from that point. 

This winze was connected with an upraise from the 2500- 
foot level in February last, forming a valuable air con- 
nection. 

2500-FOOT Level. 
The main south drift from the Ophir ineline, which at 
date of my last annual report had passed into our ground a 
(Ustance of 380 feet, reached our southern boundary in 
February last, at which time a west drift was started jointly 
with the Con. Virginia Company. At about the same time 
a joint drift was started eastwardly from the 2500-foot sta- 
tion of the C, & C, shaft. 

These drifts were connected in May last, completing a 
large, continuous air gallery between the C. & C. and Union 
shafts, forming a base of departure for our future explora- 
tions in depth. 

The joint Con. Virginia drift has been extended to a 
point 140 feet east of the main lateral drift. At the inter- 
section of these drifts a large three-compartment winze has 
been started jointly with the Con. Virginia Company. This 
winze is now down to ii depth of 142 feet below this level. 
It is well equipped with double cages and a hoisting engine 
of sufficient capacity to sink 500 feet. The joint Ophir 
upraise, which at date of ray lout report was up a distance 
of 56 feet, was connected with the winze down from the 2300 
in February last. In January last an east crosscut was 
started jointly with the Ophir Company, run out a distance 
of 447 feet, a chamber excavated and a joint winze started. 

2700-pooT Level, 

This level was reached by the joint Ophir winze in 
August last, and after excavating a sump and station, a 
joint Ophir oast crosscut was started, and is now out a dis- 
tance of 291 feet. 



C. AND C. Shaft. 

This shaft, which at date of my last annual report had 
attained a depth of 194 feet below the 2300-foot level, has 
been sunk to a point 33 feet below the 2500-foot level, and a 
large sump drift run out a distance of 50 feet from the bot- 
tom. Stationary double-plunger pumps have been put in 
at the 2400 and 2500-foot levels, with the necessary balance 
bobs and tanks to complete the main pumping system to 
that level. 

Conclusion. 

Our work during the past year has been mostly of a pre- 
paratory nature, and notwithstanding the serious interrup- 
tions to our work from causes hereinbefore stated, and a 
heavy extra expense thereby involved, our expenses have 
been much lighter than for the previous year. A large 
amount of necessary dead work has been done, and we are 
now in better condition to prosecute our explorations in 
depth than at any previous time. 

Accompanying this report you will find full and complete 
statements by our chief clerk, J. M. Taylor, showing my 
receipts and disbursements for the last fiscal year; also, 
inventories of property on hand at this date belonging to 
this company and the C. & C. joint shaft, and the qualities 
and cost of material and mine supplies purchased, sold and 
consumed during the year.
